and bolted the door. Turlington's clever 
ruseWHH not discovered until » o'clock 
Monday morning, when the guard at- 
tempted to rouse tbe dummy for break- 
fast. Tbe alarm was giveu aud thn search 
tor th* fugitive was beg u a. At 8 o'clock 
»t night one of tbe «earc>lilng party re- 
turned and reported t'.at un trace of 
Turlington had been f on rid except, per- 
haps, three borses wbicu had been stolen 
during the night at dlfiVreut points on 
the road to Jeffer«on City. It is thought 
that the fugitive may bave taken this 
mean* to get away. Turlington was re- 
garded as one of the most desperate men 
In tb* southwest. He was the murderer 
af ex-Sheriff Cranmer, of this county, and 
wa* a self-confessed train robber. 


Th* Murdvr of SaerlflT Crnnmer. 


The former crime was committed after 


he had beeu arrested at Sedaiia for shoot- 
ing at a railroad brakeman. A confeder- 
ate supplied him with a revolver and be 
attacked .Sheriff Craumer one night when 
tb* latter had taken his supper to him. 
He shot the sheriff Iu the breast, but the 
officer succeeded in bolting tbe prisoner's 
cell door before Turlington could make 
hi* escape. While awaiting trial for the 
latter crime he confessed to being the oon- 
federate of Bill Temple in the Vlnito, L 
T., train robbery. Temple was convicted 
of tbe latter crime at Fort \"orth, Tex., 
and ia now serving time for it. Turling- 
ton was convicted of sheriff Cranmer'* 
murder, and was aentenced to be hanged, 
He was granted a new hearing, nnd was 
awaiting R new trial

a brother of tbe notorious Adolph Fischer, 
the Chicago Auarclmt who WHa hanged 
for the Hayinxrkti crime, committed 
solcld* in this city Sunday afternoon. 
Flacher wa* a (.otnposltor on The Freheit 
Freund, a Pittsbarg German newspaper, 
and for some time had been suffering 
from ill health. Saturday afternoon be 
aaked a fellow-boarder at 538 Smitbfleld 
street for his revolver, but was refused. 
He at onoe entered his own room and 
closed the door. Ten minutes afterward 
be wa* found lying dead on tbe floor, 
strangled, like his Anarchist brother, 
but by his own tmmi.

He left a letter saying that lo case 
anything hapjiened to him his second 
brother at Edgewoodvllle, Pa., should be 
notified.
